Grievous Troubles. 


Mr. Cleveland said he came tonight 


as the sincere friend of the negro, and 
expressed his belief that "The days of 
'Uncle Tom's Cabin' are past." Contin- 
uing he said: "I believe that neither 
the decree that made the slaves free, 
nor the enactment that suddenly 
in- 


vested them with the rights of 
citi- 


zenship, any more purged 
them 
of 


their racial and slavery bred imper- 
fections and deficiencies than that it 
changes the color of their skins. I be- 
lieve that among the nearly nine mil- 


negro and thanked him for the con- 
cern he was manifesting in the wel- 
fare of the colored people.

He was convinced that "the efforts 


of Booker Washington and the methods 
of the Tuskegee institution 
point

way to the safe and beneficent solu- 
tion of the vexatious negro problem." 


Cleveland pointed out the fact that 


the south had supplied schools for the 
eduo&Mon of negro children and an in- 
stituti9n for their industrial training, 
and that "the negroes who fit them- 
selves for useful occupations and ser- 
vice find willing and cheerful patron- 
age and employment 
among 
their 


white neighbors." 


Cleveland expressed faith 
in 
the 


"honor and sincerity of the respecta- 
ble white people of the south in their 
relations with the negro and his im- 
provement and well being." 
He said 


th° failure of the southern people to 
believe in social equality of races does 
not grow out of a hatred of the negro.

By far the greatest portion of the 


world's supply of cork comes from the 
forests of Algeria. The annual output 
of these forests ranges from 80 to 100 
millions pounds. Cork is one of the 
longest maturing of all crops. The tree 
becomes profitable only after having 
undergone a process of stripping the 
virgin bark. 
After this operation a 


fresh bark .is grown, the aggregation 
of the annual growth forming the com- 
mercial product. It takes, however, be- 
tween ten and twelve years from the 
stripping of the virgin bark until the 
production of cork of marketable value.
